National Finance. 


The whole problem of Britain’s financial 
situation was raised by a short question in 
the House of Commons. yesterday. Mr. 
Mosley asked the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer whether he had succeeded 
reducing next years estimates 
£130,000,000, in accordance with his 
statement in August, and whether, in 
view of the actual state of the nation’s 
finances, even such a large reduction 
would enable him to balance next year’s 
Budget. Commander Hilton Young, who 
answered for Sir Robert Horne, did not 
give a very hopeful reply.. The provisional] 
estimates, he said, showed a “cut” of 
some £75,000,000; but, until the Treasury 
and the Committee of Nationa! Economy 
should have passed judgment on them, no 
statement in regard to the final reduction 
could be made. For an answer to the 
second half of the question he referred 
Mr. Mosley to the Chancellor's coming 
speech on the Consolidated Fund Bill. A 
“cut ' of £75,000,000 certainly is better 
than nothing, but it is not nearly enough. 
Since Sir Robert Horne’s last statement 
many things have happened, and most of 
them seem to have involved the expendi- 
ture of public funds. The recent proposals 
of the Goyernment in regard to unemploy- 
ment, for instance, will cost the nation a 
very large sum, and many millions will 
be swallowed up in the Trade Credits 
scheme. This quite unexpected, if very 
necessary, commitment would have been 
sufficient in itself to play havoc with all 
the estimates ; but, unfortunately, it does 
not stand alone. Finance is upside 
down, and no amount of official jugglery 
will balance next year’s Budget without 
extensive borrowing. :

She has over five million unemployed 
because her export trade has diminished, 
and until it increases again she cannot 
hope to solve her domestic difficulties. 
The huge sum which Britain paid yester- 
day useless to America; she wants 
orders, not money as such, and every re- 
payment of debt, inasmuch as it decreases

the purchasing power of Europe, tends to 


delay still further the date of her own 
recovery. The truth is that the huge war 
debts are not of the slightest use to any- 
body. 

A water-tight system of national] finance 
is impossible. Nations live by trade with 
one another, and, if Sir Robert Horne 
were the greatest genius that ever lived, 
1e -could not put Britain on a sound 
financial basis until world conditions had 
improved.

Since 
the end of the war dozens of towns have 
shared the fate of the fourteen London 
boroughs which, in 1919, gave large majori- 
ties to the Labour-Socialist Party. The 
rates in these boroughs have increased by 
120 per cent. in the past two years ; swarms 
of new officials have been created: and 
every kind of municipal extravagance has 
been preached and practised. Moreover.

The 
country has no excuse for ignorance or 
apathy, and we hope that yesterday it 
made the fullest use of its opportunity 
to shake the incubus from its shoulders.

The rat cannot be exter- 
minated, but his numbers can be reduced 
to more manageable proportions. He is a 
by-product, so to speak, of civilisation.

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Wherever man has taken up his abode the 
rat has followed him. For centuries the 
cxafty rodent has been allowed to increase 


‘and multiply almost without hindrance, 


and it is estimated that in Great Britain 
he destroys £50,000,000 worth of foodstuffs 
every year. Nothing less than a war was 
able to drive the importance of that fact 
home to the minds of the English people 
and to make Parliament take action. Now 
a householder who fails to keep his 
premises free from rats runs the risk of 
being hauled before the magistrates and 
fined. Last year’s “ rat week ’’ proved to be 
a great success. In London whole streets 
which had been overrun by the vermin for 
years were cleared and made rat-proof. 
This year, when the hunters are better 
organised, it is expected that the “ record ”’ 
will be broken. 


Vicarious Wisdom. 


The Vicar of Holy Trinity Church, 
Southport, has written “A Book of 
Courtesy for the Clergy, or Deportment 
for Deacons.” Clergymen mix with all 
classes of people and find themselves, from 
time to time, ' up against’’ every sort of 
social emergency; but Mr. Hulton con- 
fines himself to the more humdrum aspects 
of clerical life. He writes about dress 
and about the kissing of children, about 
the right demeanour for dinner parties, 
about the nice conduct of a tall hat anf 
the occasions when it ought, and ought 
net, to be worn.

If Antares stood where our Sun is, 
the whole solar system out to and beyond. the 
orbit of Mars would be inside him What 
magnificent planetary systems these colossi must 
have! Our little earth would not be fit to be a 
satellite in such a system.

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METEORS :— . 

Notes for November would not be complete 
without a word on the meteor showers of the 
month, though these have been shorn of much 
of their splendour since the twentieth century 
began. The Leonids are due on the 14th and 
15th, and bright meteors from this radiant may 
be seen after midnight on these dates. The 
best time is in the small hours. They have been 
scarce since 1899. The other conspicuous shower 
is the Andromedids. It varies a good deal both 
in date and richness. From the 17th to the 24th 
sometimes ite meteors are quite plentiful. The 
maximum is every thirteen years.
